Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant suggested deleting the language referencng particualr 
wavelength ranges and inserting language drawn to the laser light affecting the tissue of the vessel rather than the 
blood. The examiner noted that if this was done, the language would still read on the wavelengths and would thus still 
be subject to the same rejection.
